in abolishing slavery in tho Territories, they
would then follow out their policy in the
Southern States. lie assorted that the slave,
as well as other property of the South, iu
the Territories, should be protected by con
gressional law. He advocated the policy of
secession as preventative remedy against
injustice, and that the States have a right to
resume the powers which they delegate to
the Federal Government.

Mr. Carter did not vote for Mr. Sherman,
because he identified himself with that party,
but because under existing circumstances, he
thought the Republicans ought to have the
presiding officer. In so voting he did not
endorse Helper's book. He could not vote
for South American, because that party
is in favor of slave code in the Territories.
If it is not so, let any one of them deny it.

Mr. Hardeman said he was in favor of such
a code, and intended to demand every South-
ern right.

Mr. Quarles was for equality, aud believed
that Tennessee has right to carry slaves
into the common territories, aud a right to
claim every arm of government to protect
it.

Mr. Etheridge said So help him God, ho
would never give a vote to put slavery in
the Territories, while the Nebraska-Kansa- s

bill, according to the construction put upon
it at the time of its passage, remains in force,
for it gives the right to the people, while in
the territorial condition to regulate slavery
in their own way.

Mr. lioteler said they were in favor of
protecting slave propert3 in the Territories,
and the former said no territory ean interfere
with those rights.

Mr. Briggs explained that he never be-

lieved necessity existed for legislation on
slavery leyoad what is claimed by tho Con-

stitution. He approved of
in the Territories, as kind of squatter
sovereignty.

During tho past year the Smithsonian In
stitution, through its extended system of
meteorological observations, has been enabled
to make some yery curious investigations,
respecting the three memorable cold days of
January, 1859. It was found that the cold
of tho three days above mentioned, swept
progressively over the coun;. Hie wave,
coming down from tho Arctic regions and
first entering the Territory of the United
States at the extreme Northwest among the
Rocky Mountains. It was experienced at
Utah some three days before it reached the
banks of tho Northern Mississippi, and was
heralded by telegraph at Minnesota some
two days before it reached Washington. At
Butlalo it was some hours in advance of
Boston, and was felt lasc on the Atlantic

This cold wave also swept South in most
remarkable manner, and progressively ap
peared in Florida and other Soutoern States,
and Mexico and the last pulsations, as it
died away in this direction, were experienced
in Central America, and among the West
India Islands. Taken all in all, it was amost
remarkable meteorological phaiwtttenoa.
